New York, June 3.—Word that the steamer 


Carolina with 250 passengers aboard was being shell- 
ed by submarines was received this afternoon by the 
New York & Porto Rican Steamship Company. The 
Carolina was sunk off the Jersey coast. The pas- 
sengers of the liner have taken to life boats, accord- 
ing to information from Washington received by of- 
ficials of the steamship line here this afternoon. Lat- 
est reports said the submarines were large and heav- 
ily armed. Big guns fore and aft with a smaller 
gun near the center. This led officials to believe it 
was the cruiser type recently reported. The subma- 
rines are accredited with a traveling radius of from 
7,000 to 8,000 miles or mote. The fleet is thought to 
consist of 6 or 8 U-boats. It was decided not to 
raise the insurance rate of 2 per cent, because of the 
raids.

Germany has taught ui 
he folly and the danger of being un- 
prepared. There can be no securitj 
n our national life except as we in- 
ure • it by our own 
methods of de- 


ence. 


Our isolation is gone. We are in 


he midst of the irresistible worlcl- 
tream of National forces. Our armies 
are in Europe. When will they be re- 
ailed? No one knows. 
There is but one just, democratic- 


method of making war, and that is by 
universal draft wherein every citizen 
s railed upon to serve according to 
bis powers. There must be no shirk- 
ng, no shifting of pain and sorrow to 
tther.s., We must all do our share, 
xnd to do our share we must have 
.raining — training 
not 
merely 
in 


marching and shooting but in all the 
manifold departments of modern mili- 
tary service. First of all we must be 
'fit". 


This training should start in the 


schools. I should like to see the drill 
—the "setting up drill," in use on 
ivery playground. 
Girls 
as well a.s 


ooys should be taught to stand erect. 
tc walk strongly and garcefully anc 
to move in unison. A mighty force 
Tor regeneration lies in this drill. 


As a nation we have been for twen- 


ty years on the down grade. Tene- 
ment life, apartment hotel luxury, of- 
fice, and shop work, poor foot! anc 
foolish forms of amusement have so 
sapped the vitality of our young- men 
.hat an appalling number of them fai 
to pass the tests of the Examining 
Boards — and at the same 
time our 


women present an even worse condi 
.ion. Hobble-skirts, high-heeled shoes 
Dad air, the use of tea and pastiio 
ind a craze for ballroom amusements 
and movie theaters have made them 
a sad procession in our city streets. 


The high-heeled shoe which women 


wear, and the machine-made pointec 
shoe of the men of civil life are in 
themselves destructive of easy, grace 
tul and vigorous action. 
They are o: 


enormous significance in the problem 
>f universal training. Working girlt 
who are on their feet all day endun 
these, torturing 
contrivance.

who walk many miles each day do s< 
upon !>ick, distorted feet. To correc 
the^e habits is one of the first rule, 
jf, military discipline. 


Many of these weakening tenden 


eies can be sharply counteracted b; 
training in the schools, by a 
dril 


which starts with design to make the 
most of the student's physical endow 
ment and leads on to the inculcation 
if habits of dress and evercise whicl 
tend to build up and maintain an ef 
ieient body. 


We can not all be soldiers in thi. 


line. We can not all fly in the battl 
plane, but we can at least all walk 
tike soldiers and be ready and able to 
serve in some capacity in our coun- 
ty's cause. 


Training of this sort because it is 


.iniversal and democratic will 
not 


oreed a tyranny. We need have no 
teai of militarism. We shall all re- 
main citizen soldiers. The spirit of 
such training should be with us as it 
is in Switzerland, defensive not ag- 
gressive, patriotic 
and friendly not 


tyrannical. 


Where all pay no one is impoverish- 


ed. Where all serve no one is ex- 
ploited. Where all are soldiers no 
stigma attaches to the pirvate's uni- 
form. Already we see a new regard 
for the man in khaki. The men who 
have serfed in the trenches are now 
eoming back to us hallowed by their 
sacrifice and pain. No one desecrates 
the flag these days. 


Our army is even now a citizen 


army — let us keep it so by universal 
military training in the schools, from 
the pirmary grade up to the threat 
university. Only

The world we knew in 1914 has 


iassed away. Germany has taught ui 
he folly and the danger of being un- 
prepared. There can be no securitj 
n our national life except as we in- 
ure • it by our own 
methods of de- 


ence. 


Our isolation is gone. We are in 


he midst of the irresistible worlcl- 
tream of National forces. Our armies 
are in Europe. When will they be re- 
ailed? No one knows. 
There is but one just, democratic- 


method of making war, and that is by 
universal draft wherein every citizen 
s railed upon to serve according to 
bis powers. There must be no shirk- 
ng, no shifting of pain and sorrow to 
tther.s., We must all do our share, 
xnd to do our share we must have 
.raining — training 
not 
merely 
in 


marching and shooting but in all the 
manifold departments of modern mili- 
tary service. First of all we must be 
'fit". 


This training should start in the 


schools. I should like to see the drill 
—the "setting up drill," in use on 
ivery playground. 
Girls 
as well a.s 


ooys should be taught to stand erect. 
tc walk strongly and garcefully anc 
to move in unison. A mighty force 
Tor regeneration lies in this drill. 


As a nation we have been for twen- 


ty years on the down grade. Tene- 
ment life, apartment hotel luxury, of- 
fice, and shop work, poor foot! anc 
foolish forms of amusement have so 
sapped the vitality of our young- men 
.hat an appalling number of them fai 
to pass the tests of the Examining 
Boards — and at the same 
time our 


women present an even worse condi 
.ion. Hobble-skirts, high-heeled shoes 
Dad air, the use of tea and pastiio 
ind a craze for ballroom amusements 
and movie theaters have made them 
a sad procession in our city streets. 


The high-heeled shoe which women 


wear, and the machine-made pointec 
shoe of the men of civil life are in 
themselves destructive of easy, grace 
tul and vigorous action. 
They are o: 


enormous significance in the problem 
>f universal training. Working girlt 
who are on their feet all day endun 
these, torturing 
contrivance. 
Mer 


who walk many miles each day do s< 
upon !>ick, distorted feet. To correc 
the^e habits is one of the first rule, 
jf, military discipline. 


Many of these weakening tenden 


eies can be sharply counteracted b; 
training in the schools, by a 
dril 


which starts with design to make the 
most of the student's physical endow 
ment and leads on to the inculcation 
if habits of dress and evercise whicl 
tend to build up and maintain an ef 
ieient body. 


We can not all be soldiers in thi. 


line. We can not all fly in the battl 
plane, but we can at least all walk 
tike soldiers and be ready and able to 
serve in some capacity in our coun- 
ty's cause. 


Training of this sort because it is 


.iniversal and democratic will 
not 


oreed a tyranny. We need have no 
teai of militarism. We shall all re- 
main citizen soldiers. The spirit of 
such training should be with us as it 
is in Switzerland, defensive not ag- 
gressive, patriotic 
and friendly not 


tyrannical. 


Where all pay no one is impoverish- 


ed. Where all serve no one is ex- 
ploited. Where all are soldiers no 
stigma attaches to the pirvate's uni- 
form. Already we see a new regard 
for the man in khaki. The men who 
have serfed in the trenches are now 
eoming back to us hallowed by their 
sacrifice and pain. No one desecrates 
the flag these days. 


Our army is even now a citizen 


army — let us keep it so by universal 
military training in the schools, from 
the pirmary grade up to the threat 
university. Only
